MISS AMELIA’S COTTAGE

LONG WHARF 


What is now Long Wharf in Sag Harbor 


: was founded in1771 at the end of Main Street 
: in that town. It is the proud centerpiece of 
: the community, and people walk out onto 
: the end of it and back all the time and 
: you can too. More than 100 whaling ships 
: tied up at Long Wharf in the early 1800s. 
: Occasionally they went out whaling. What 
> we now call Long Wharf was originally 
: called Long Landing. Boats were pulled up 
: to a spit of a beach there. Then they built 
:a dock there and it became Long Dock. 
: When they lengthened it, it became Long 
: Pier and eventually, in the early 1800s 
: when 100 whaling ships tied up there it got 
: it’s grandest name Long Wharf, because 
: they had to make it a wharf to get the 100 
: whaling ships to fit. 


EAST HAMPTON TOWN POND 


This is a grand body of water where 


: swans glide, ducks paddle and little boys 
: launch model sailboats. It is located at the 
: west end of Main Street in that town. For 
: years and years, it was sometimes a pond 
i but at other times a swamp. In the 1930s, 
: President Franklin D. Roosevelt created a 
: WPA Project during the Depression to build 
: a large concrete pipe and culvert at the 
: western end of the swamp so the water 
: could freely flow in and out. The result was 
: the end of the days when the pond was 
: swampy. Feel free to take pictures of FDR’s 
: concrete pipe and culvert. 


THREE WINDMILLS 


The Main Street of East Hampton is 


: blessed with three old English wood shingled 
: windmills actually made in the early 1800s 


when the English were doing that here. 
They are the Gardiner Mill, the Home Sweet 
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Home Mill - both along the southern side 
of the pond - and then the Hook Mill at the 
eastern end of Main Street. The Hook Mill 
has just undergone a renovation that took 
two years to complete. For some reason 
the giant blades of the mill are made of 
wood that is thinner than the wood on the 
other mills so the blades are a bit harder 
to see. | don’t know why they did that. The 
Hook Mill before the renovation had blades 
of thicker wood. 


SAGG BEACH 


Many consider Sagaponack Main Beach 
to be the most beautiful in the Hamptons. 
To the west of the beach, Sagg Pond 
comes within 100 yards of the ocean, but 
doesn't link up to let water in or out. 
Because it is important to let the water 
in and out for some reason, twice a year, 
at times randomly chosen by the Town 
Trustees, heavy equipment - steam shovels, 
payloaders and trucks - are brought down 
there to make the “cut” so the ocean and 
pond do connect for a few days to let the 
water flow out. After that, the cut “heals.” 
You can watch the “cut” they make when 
it happens. Just go down to the beach 
and wait. After awhile the steam shovels, 
payloaders and trucks will come. It could 
be a long time, but the wait is worth it. And 
after that comes the healing. 


SCUTTLEHOLE ROAD 


One of the most famous roads in the 
Hamptons is Scuttlehole Road. It runs 
parallel to Montauk Highway north of 
Bridgehampton, and meanders through 
farm fields and polo fields and near to 
where Madonna lives. Scuttlehole Road 
was named after the giant spiders the size 
of dinner plates who nest at odd intervals 
in holes along shoulders of this five mile 
long road. This explains why there are no 
sidewalks. Drive the length of it. But don’t 
stop. 


WATER MILL 


Many years ago a water mill with an 
actual water wheel was set up on a side 
street adjacent to Mill Pond in this town. It 


provided power so that giant disk shaped 
stones could go round and round against 
one another to grind grain into flour when 
you shoved the grain between the stones. 
They called that the Ye Olde Water Mill 
and they named the town Water Mill. Later, 
a big windmill was trucked in and set up 
on triangle in the center of Water Mill, but 


was never used to grind grain on that site. 


It was brought in from somewhere else so 
Water Mill could keep in step with the other 
communities that had windmills. In 1902, an 
attempt to change the name of the town to 
Wind Mill failed by one vote. 


GIANT ROCK 


A huge boulder, bigger than you can 
iimagine, 15 feet high, stands on the 
southeast corner of Hampton Road and 
Flying Point Road. Many tourists take 
photographs of it. It’s as famous as Plymouth 
Rock in Massachusetts. You are welcome to 
go there and look at it, but last month it 
was stolen. 


PROPER ATTIRE 


Along the sides of each of the two roads 
that take you into the heart of Southampton 
Village are green street signs with white 
lettering that read PLEASE OBSERVE OUR 
PROPER DRESS. CODES. There is no way 
to know what the proper dress codes are 
because the sign is not big enough to 
accommodate the code ordinance, but you 
can guess at it. Or you can go down to 
Village Hall and have a clerk there read you 
your rights. Anyway, feel free to photograph 
these signs. But keep your pants on. 


COUNTY ROAD 39 


This is the bypass road of downtown 
Southampton, which has become over time 
the gateway to the Hamptons. The Dan’s 
Papers offices are now located on the south 
side of this road. When it was originally 
built it was called the Southampton Bypass 
because that is what it did, but when it 
got fully developed with all the buildings 
and everything along the route, “bypass” 
seemed an inadequate name for it. So it 


became what it was, which was County Road 


39. Two years ago people in Southampton, 
tired of the awkwardness and length of 
that name, voted to give the road another 
name. They named it after a well liked local 
politician who recently passed, so now it 
is the Edwin M. “Buzz” Schwenk Memorial 
Highway. 


Cusco HOUSE 


At the very center of the bridge that 
crosses the Shinnecock Canal sits the small 
concrete customs house where you and 
whoever else is in your car must stop to 
have your passport stamped by officials as 
you go from Shinnecock to Hampton Bays 
or Hampton Bays to Shinnecock. You don’t 
have to plan to make a stop to visit this 
place. You will anyway. 


HAMPTON BAYS 


Perhaps the most architecturally 
significant building in the Hampton is the 
headquarters built for the Hampton Subway 
System on Ponquogue Avenue just off Main 
Street in Hampton Bays. It is a three story 
affair built in 1937 entirely out of reinforced 
concrete in the peculiar but beautifully 
brutal style that was favored by the Nazis 
in Germany in that era, 


WESTHAMPTON BEACH 


Right on Main Street in the center of 
downtown Westhampton Beach sits a 
gem of a movie theatre, kept up as it 
was originally built in 1932, with faithful 
restorations made when necessary - of 
the brightly lit marquee, the ticket booth 
with the brass bars, the chandelier, the 
lobby, the red silk wallpaper and the fabric 
upholstered seats. Films by Fritz Lang 
were premiered here. You could watch the 
Wizard of Oz and North by Northwest here 
in their time. 

About 15 years ago, the theatre was taken 
over in a coup engineered by some wild 
artists, actors, producers and playwrights 
to become “The Westhampton Beach 


Performing Art Center” or WBPAC. The 
movie people ran off. It has been in these 
rebel hands since. And very few movies 
now get shown there.

VILLAGE OF EAST HAMPTON

Just as much as the beaches and galas, 
locally sourced food is a part of the fabric 
of life on the East End. Everyone agrees 
- a summer isn’t complete without a 
taste of tender corn, juicy strawberries 
or, as George Costanza would say, those 
“Hampton tomatoes!” 

Consuming local produce helps to foster 
a sense of community appreciation, 
enjoyment in eating well and pride in native 
foods and flavors. 

As the owner and chef at Foody’s, a casual 
and eclectic American eatery, Bryan 
Futerman emphasizes seasonal ingredients. 
Futerman is a volunteer chef in the 
Bridgehampton School District through the 
national Chefs Move to Schools program, 
and he is well-versed in the benefits of 
eating local. 

“When | went to the Small Farm Summit Con 
April14 at Hofstra University), they stressed 
the ‘Triple Bottom Line,” said Futerman. 
“Eating locally is good for the planet, it’s 
good for the people and it’s good for the 
prosperity of the local community.” 

There is an economic benefit to reducing 
your carbon footprint through buying local, 
as it saves on food, packaging and fuel in 
the shipping process. And it goes without 
saying that the product is much fresher 
- vegetables are hours out of the ground 
instead of days or weeks. 

Foods sourced from area farms and 
waterways hold more nutritional value. 
“The produce that you buy (at a grocery 
chain) is built to travel long distances,” 
said Futerman. “They can be full of wax 
or preservatives, which enable them to 
withstand the trip.” 

Local farming also encourages crop 
diversity. “The variety of tomatoes available 
out here must be four times the amount in 
supermarkets,” says Futerman. 


Among the first summer foods available on 
the East End are asparagus and peas. Then 
it’s rhubarb and strawberries, followed 
by zucchini and yellow squash. Futerman 
attests that the most popular local products 
are East End corn, strawberries, potatoes, 
lettuce, cauliflower and, of course, the 
scallops. 

Futerman’s philosophy and knowledge of 
the farm-to-table movement manifests 
itself in his Water Mill restaurant. Everything 
at Foody’s is made from scratch - including 
the mozzarella cheese - and Futerman 
buys his produce every day. 

“| pick Up my produce on the way to work,” 
he laughs. This kind of access to local 
produce is the beauty of living out here. A 
drive along the back roads will yield any 
number of farmstands, and nine farmers 
markets now operate on the East End. 
Foody’s unique, sophisticated food is also 
very accessible. “It’s for everyone,” says 
Futerman. “Part of the idea of the restaurant 
is that it’s good for the whole family.” 

Fan favorites at Foody’s are the pizza - the 
crust is made from local honey - and the 
chicken cutlet sandwich, which is made on 
the cherry wood burning grill.

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It’s no secret that the East End of Long Island is an epicurean’s 
paradise. There is a close connection between our food and 
our dinner table, and quite a few tables wouldn’t be complete 
without a nice glass of wine. Fortunately, Long Island has that 
in the barrel, so to speak. The majority of our vineyards are 
concentrated on Long Island’s North Fork - a drive out to 
Orient Point showcases acres of picturesque grapes, all neatly 
kept and awaiting transformation into a local favorite. But 
the South Fork’s wineries and vineyards, set against the jaw- 
dropping Hamptons landscape, are equally popular among 
those looking to infuse an evening with Long Island flavors. 

The first Long Island winery was established in the early 
1970s, and since then the region has gained a solid reputation 
for producing fine wines in virtually every variety. According 
to the Long Island Wine Council, East. End grapes thrive 
because of the maritime climate, moderate temperatures, 
fertile soil and long growing season. The most popular reds 
include Merlot, Cabernet Sauvignon and Cabernet Franc, while 
white wine lovers are inclined to flock toward the Long Island 
Chardonnay, Sauvignon Blanc and Riesling. A Long Island rose 
also tends to pair perfectly with a hot summer night.

With a 1.8 percent alcohol content, Frosae 
is creamy, cool and full-flavored.

Frose can 
be made from any type of wine, and special 
orders are taken on the website. 

The. product has hdd such a large initial 
interest that Jim Silver of Peconic Bay Winery 
has signed on as a wine consultant to select 
the wines, many of which are from Long Island 
and greater New York State. The dessert has 
garnered the attention of our local wineries 
and vineyards, and it will be sold at area 
restaurants this summer. 

“We're having a blast,” says Amato, who 
describes the process of creating such an 
original product as rewarding, fun and, of 
course, delicious. 
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THE RIVERHEAD PROJECT 


Leading the way in the revival of downtown 
Riverhead is The Riverhead Project, an American 
contemporary restaurant located inside of a 
formerly abandoned bank building. To say that 
owner Dennis McDermott has spruced up the 
space, as he changes people’s perceptions about 
downtown Riverhead, is an understatement. The 
bright and inviting open room is highlighted by 
a large glass fireplace, which gives off a warm 
glow during cooler nights. 

Executive chef Gregory Ling emphasizes 
fresh, clean cooking - you won't find a lot of 
heavy creams or butter in the dishes. The menu 
has Asian, vegetarian and local influences. 

“The scallops are popular, and we prepare 
them witharotating list ofingredients depending 
upon what is available,” says McDermott. 

Jolita’s Buttermilk Fried Chicken’ with 
watermelon-arugula salad, herbed grits and 
local honey is also a particularly unique item. Try 
the Bibimbap for lunch. The traditional Korean 
dish is made with eight seasonal vegetables, a 
fried egg, sushi rice and chili garlic sauce. “It’s 
amazing,” says McDermott. 

Dinner is served seven days, with lunch 
Monday through Friday and brunch on the 
weekend. McDermott was quick to point out 
that The Riverhead Project’s hours were hard 
and fast . The kitchen will never close early, and 
‘Open Until...” means that people will be seated 
up until that time - a nice guarantee for those 
who get stuck in the inevitable L.I.E. traffic. 

In addition to the main, upstairs dining room, 
The Riverhead Project features the downstairs 
Vault Bar, which is open to the public and is also 
available to rent as a private dining room. 

This summer, The Riverhead Project will 
continue to host their popular “The Movie 
Project” and “The Wine Project.” The Movie 
Project, which will be held weekly, will feature a 
movie paired with a relevant drink available at 
reduced price (think Sideways and Pinot Noir). 
Weather-permitting, the movies will be shown 
on a projection screen outside of the restaurant. 
Check out The Riverhead Project’s Facebook 
page for days and movie selections. 

The Wine Project is McDermott’s version of a 
dinner party - every Tuesday, about a dozen 
people are invited to sit at the family-style table 
in the upstairs dining room. A local winery or 
a wine purveyor will supply the wine, and the 
food will be served family-style. The antidote 
to a stuffy, obligatory meal, the emphasis of 
The Wine Project is on fun and fellowship. And 
spontaneity. Neither the chef nor the wine 
purveyor knows what the other has prepared. 
Reservations are recommended. 

Punctuating McDermott’s commitment to 
downtown Riverhead is his involvement in 
Riverhead Rocks, a triathlon that will end in 
front of the Suffolk Theatre. Held on July 29, 
the triathlon will highlight a weekend in which 
numerous pop-up stores will set up shop in 
the abandoned spaces downtown. McDermott 
organized the pop-up weekend, which he is 
confident will draw people to the area and help 
Riverhead to continue to build its reputation as 
a downtown destination.

There are so many things that make a summer in the Hamptons 
spectacular - glittering galas, luscious landscapes, beautiful 
beaches. And the 2012 real estate market seems to be heating up 
with the summer temperatures, as an increasing amount of people 
want a slice of the fun. 

Andrew Saunders, founder of Saunders & Associates, a concierge 
real estate service, sees a definite conviction in the strength of the 
2012 real estate market. Saunders has been involved in Hamptons 
real estate for over 15 years, and he attests to a potency in the 
market that hasn't been seen for the better part of a decade.

extraordinary influence. However, Saunders says that the majority 
of transactions in the Hamptons are $2 million and under. 

Saunders affirmed that for most buyers, South of the Highway 
continues to be the Hamptons most attractive area, particularly 
Bridgehampton South, Southampton South, Wainscott South and 
Water Mill South. But if any place rises slightly about the rest, it’s 
Sagaponack South. 

“People who have a really big budget tend to gravitate to 
something different than a village,” says Saunders, referring in 
particular to the landscape of places like Sagaponack. “They want 
something that is less closed in, with wide open spaces and fields.” 

Saunders also clarified that, despite the market’s strength, 
Hamptons real estate is still vulnerable to macro events. This has 
been particularly true since 2008. Any external circumstance 
that negatively impacts confidence in the market will undermine 
confidence in Hamptons real estate. 

But, people are increasingly finding reason and hope to gravitate 
to the East End’s spectacular seaside communities, as it seems that 
buyers and sellers will continue to believe in the viability of having 
property on the East End.
